Over and over again the
canes and memorands entered In tha desk
blotter are assorted and sifted out, and the
falonles ars all anterad In the Felony Book and
all arrests for whataver offences ahargsd are
antorad In the Arrest Pooke Esch entey Is a
history of the offence, the name of the eriml-
nal and his vietim, and the oMeesr or ofMicers
who figure In the cans

The lost ehlldrean are all resorded in the
Lost Children Pook. This Includen name
iwhen known! deseription. longth of time
sinee last sesn, and record af whera or when
and by whom found, If. as in a large majority of
nuch cases, they are recoversd by the pollce;
alno the name, time, and relationship of thoss
who clalm them. When not claimed at the
station, such ahildren nre sent to Police Hoad-
quarters and the fact duly recorded.

Bomesnerany, Feb, f.—~Sosnn B. Aothonr, the
foramost advocate of women's suffrage in
Ameriea. made a short stay hers this after-
noon whila ou her war from Johnstown to
Behoharie. To a reporter Miss Anthony, who
sars she Is “three score years and ton and
four more,'" aald:

“Wea are going to maks the biggest cam-
paign In the Empire State thin rear you avar
hoard of. Last night 1 spoke befors A mnsa
mesting of the Fulton eounty suffragists, now
in eonvention at Johnstown ; to-night I exveot
to nddress the tenth nnnual Sehoharis County
Convontlon. After Friday I go to Washington
to stiend the twantr-sixth annual National
Suffrage Convention, whers reports will ba re-
enived from avery Btate in the Unlon and dales-
gates will appeal to the Congrass for the adop-
tion of a sixtesnth constitutional smendment
giving to women tha privileges which the Fils
teonth granted to negroos”

Misn Anthony declnres that she (s satisfled
with the progress of the work In this eountry,
and just now ahe is bending all hor energins
to the enrrring of Now York State. Speaking
of ths “hard times." whish she found svery-
whore, Misa Anthony sald they wore due to &
wrong socinl condition. Bhe said:

“The fact that it is a condition under which
M) per eent. of the population depend for their
bread on whether or not the other 10 per cent.
make money shows that |t Is wrong. But |
don't heliave the men ean better it any—oot
without the women'"
